Non-political, 
membership limited to reguAAr students ef former students at French institutions. 
Ktrengly non-cemmuniat . History of students carefully surveyed for possible 
communist affiliation. Members are individually affiliated with various 
otber-t ban-communist political parties including IRON GUARD. Officers of 
Association try to see that political issues are not raised at fcfcs its meetings. 

Membership now just over 200. Of these, 56 receive scho- 
larehipe from the BNTRE^AIDK FRANCAISEj 30 fmem Gen. Nicolas RADBSCUj 10 
from industrialist NACU, fnu. FADES CU scholarships in arrears to last April, 
possibly due te RADESCU's obigations being taken over by new Rumanian National 
Committee which apparently is not clearly deeded about financing these 
scholarships. Has caused seme unfavorable comment about Committee In emigre 
circles. x
